Homberger said he and Rosen- 
berg iviU therefore call for a 
da^cation of Administration ped- 
icy on high-budget acthriUea that 
may be planned in the, future. 

Other recommendations: 

'• Make the Concert part of 
Campus Combo, which will insure 
at least several hundred dollars’ 
working capttaL 

• Include the Concert In Colo- 
nial Cruise weekend, running the 
Concert on a Friday night in ear- 
ly May, srith the Cruise on the 
following day. 

• While incorporating it into 
the Cruise for publicity purposes, 
maintain it as a separate activity 
)vith two co-chairmen.

The •SdO that was left to this 
year’s Council is the lowest that 
the reserve fund has ever been, 
he said. 

Babcock attributed the financial 
problems of this year’s Council to 
“the liberal attitude toward finan- 
cing (of hut year’s Council) which 
we have had to contend with.” 

Babcock pointed out that last 
year’s Hi-Ball dance loet •900 even 
though the dance drew a capacity 
crowd. Because it loet so much 
money, the spring homecoming 
dance was discontinued by the cur- 
rent Council. 

The reserve fund was started in 
1951 when the Council’s surplus 
was placed into a continuing fund 
(or foUowing Councils, reversing 
previoui poU^ of closing the books 
at the end of each achool year. 

The Cbuncil’t reserve fund built 
up to its peak last year, when 
Aaronson's Council decided that 
enough money had been saved. 
With this cushion, a small deficit 
was planned, but according to 
Babcock, "a large one brought in." 

What is at the root of the prob- 
lem? 

"The portion the Council 1* now 
In came about ‘because of poor 
control,’’ said Babcock. "After co- 
chairmen are selected, the Council 
haa DO control (over them or their 
activity) until after the activity 
ia completed and tha damage ^ 
been dene. 

“Controls win be set up at tha 
next CoiuicU meeting." 

Babcock, who desert bet himself 
as "ooassrvatlva" ooncaynlng the 
school’s financial affairs, pcliitt to 
both long range controls on future 
actlrities end on the Immediate 
fUDblem of Spring Concert (tee 
a«»«npanylng stoiy).

University Student 
Killed In Accident 

o UNIVERSITY STUDENT Glenn 
G. Johnston was fatally injured 
about 12:45 am, December 28, 
when he was struck by a car as 
ha attempted to cross the 32(X) 
block of M street to reach his 
parked car. 

The driver of the car was Roy 
O. Parks, Jr., a Washington stock- 
broker living at 2325 Forty-second 
street, nw. 

Johnston was a freshman pre- 
medical student who lived in Cal- 
houn Hail. He was born in San- 
tiago, Chile, but listed his home 
town as Grants, New Mexico. 
After serving two years In tha 
army, he entered the University 
the second een^ter of last year. 

The accident occurred as Johns- 
ton imd a companion, Joel Hincke, 
21, also a University student, of 
1037 North Cleveland street, Arl- 
ington, wer^ croaaing M street. 
Hincka said that he spotted the 
eastbound car, yelled to Johnaton, 
and Jumped out of the way, thus 
escaping injury. 

Johnaton, who failed to hear tha 
•bout, waa atruck and carried K 
feet and thrown another 10 feet 
by the inuiact. He waa taken io 
Gaorgatow i i Univeratly PfoqpitAL 
whan he died an hour later at t 
am from head injuries. 

The driver of the ear wm 
charged with homieide and <Mv- 
Ing without a dUMctxIrivar’a pai^ 
mit and without district Ucama 
platea.

The honor of being selected to 
appear In the US Bowl capped a 
collie career studded with such 
laurels as being selected two 
years in a row as an All-Soutbem 
Conference end, and twice an hon- 
orable selection.

Andy is the first one to admit that 
he loved playing football for GW.

to play in the US Bowl. 

In the Bowl, he played strictly 
offensive end, whereas throughout 
his varsity career at GW he was 
a stand-out on defense, Andy 
frankly prefers playing offense, 
and nabbed five of Penn State's 
star quarterback Galen Hall’s 
passes to emphasize the fact.
